BACKGROUND Mappi ng Program Map Products.

Standard practice for conpiling and revising National Mapping Program
(NVP) topographic quadrangl es that include portions of Canada has been to

map Canadi an features to conplete coverage to the quadrangl e neatline. It
is National Mapping Division policy to exclude any Canadian infornmation
fromdigital line graph files prepared for the correspondi ng quadrangl e
ar ea.

An exception to the practice of conpleting feature coverage for Canada was
authorized to expedite conpletion of planinetric editions of 1:100,000-

scal e maps needed to coll ect hydrography and transportation digital line
graphs in support of the Bureau of the Census for the 1990 Census of
Popul ati on. These planinmetric edition naps are being revised and

converted to topographic editions, including the addition of Canadian
content.

The princi pal nethods enpl oyed to nmap the Canadi an portion are: (1) direct
conpilation from US. GCeological Survey (USGS) source naterials,
(2) rescribing of information copied from Canadi an source naterials, and
(3) direct photographic copying, including reduction in scale of Canadi an
materials. Method selection is based on the extent of the Canadian area
to be nmapped and the availability of Canadian materials.

The Canadi an governnent has requested the application of a copyright note
on USGS naps when Canadian source nmmterials are used indirectly or
directly for Canadian content. This request raised issues related to the
distribution of nmap separation materials and potential inpact on the USGS
map deal er sal es network. A request for guidance was sent to the
Department of Interior's solicitor, who confirned that use of the
copyright note is appropriate.

The nane of the Canadi an governnent agency responsi ble for supplying the
maps and digital data for Canadi an portions of USGS maps has recently been
changed from Energy, M nes, and Resources Canada to Natural Resources
Canada. This STl shows the correct references for the source and
copyri ght notes.



INSTRUCTIONS

Conpil e features for the Canadi an portion, separate Canadi an content, and
apply the Canadi an copyright note on NVP nmap products, according to the
followi ng instructions:

Primary Series Maps

Conpi | e Canadi an content from USGS sources if conpilation is possible
wi t hout acquiring additional source (i.e., existing orthophotos or other
sources cover the entire over-border area), (2) additional control is not
required, (3) there is no requirenent to do field work in Canada, and (4)
conpiled information will neet accuracy and content standards applicable
to the United States portion of the quadrangle. Conbine nmap features in
Canada with U S. content; do not apply the Canadi an copyri ght note.

If direct conpilation of Canadian content is not possible, given the above
conditions, rescribe Canadian content from Canadian materials to USGS
specifications, but keep separate from U S. content. Add the Canadian
source and copyright notes shown below with other credit notes in the
lower left corner of the quadrangle, between the "nethods" and "projec-
tion/datunt notes. |If space is not available, place the note below the
declination diagram or elsewhere in the bottommargin of the nap collar
as space permts.

For each 1:50, 000-scal e, 15- by 30-m nute Canadi an source nmap, obtain the
following filmnegatives from Natural Resources Canada: (1) one conposite
of all map separates, excluding vegetation and water tint, using standard
Canadi an screens/patterns, and (2) one unscreened duplicate the water-tint
separat e

Phot onechani cal | y reduce negatives to existing 1:100, 000-scal e projection
to produce left-reading, clear film positives. Prepare enul sion-up
nosai cs from reduced conposite and water-tint filns. CGenerate right-
readi ng negatives from each npsaic; retouch as necessary to elimnate
nosai ¢ |ines. Conposite both npsaic negatives, using duplicating film
with water tint screened 8 percent at 105 degrees separately from U S

content, to produce a final reproduction black negative for printing.
